earth no w are generally tho ught to 
he pro duced by streams o f electro ns 
pro jected fro m the surface «>f the sun. 
when It Is especially active. 
“The sunspo ts may well 
he the

o f ether between the sun and earth 
and create magnetic sto rms o n the
